One of the sharpest fights was over 
section 18 of the reprinted bil! 
reading: 

“It shall be lawful to carry or con- 
vey liquor to any government store, 
and when permitted so to do by this 
act and the regulations thereunder, 
and in accordance therewith, it shal! 
be lawful for any common carrier or 
other person to carry or convey liquor 
sold by a vendor from a government 
store, or beer, when lawfully sold by 
a brewery from the premises where- 
in such beer may be lawfully kept and 
sold, to any place to which the same 
may be lawfully delivered under this 
act or any regulations made there- 
under. 

“Provided that no such carrier or 
any other person shall open or break, 
or allow to be opened or allow to be 
drunk or used any liquor therefrom 
while being so carried or conveyed.” 
| M. C. McKeen, deputy speaker, Lac 
St. Anne, bitterly criticized the pro- 
vision to the section as designed to 
|create law breakers. It either meant 
that a man who opened his legal 
bottle of liquor and took a drink in a 
hotel room had to drink the whole 
bottle before he left or be made a 
law breaker if he took the open 
bottle away from the hotel. 


Need of Control 

Mr. Brownlee argued that some re- 
striction against conveyance of open 
receptacles of liquor in automobiles 
and other carriers was absolutely ne- 
cessary to carry out the spirit of con- 
trol in the act and prevent bott- 
legging. 

Mrs. N. McClung referred  scorn- 
fully to what she assumed as the 
;changed attitude of the people who 
advocated moderation and just want- 
ed to take a drink in their own homes 
because they needed it, and now 
wanted to drink everywhere.

Bake in 
moderate oven 30 to 35 minutes;
